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THE EARLY DRAMATISTS.—IV._ 





CHRISTOPHER MARLOW, 





Kir Mariow, as he was familiarly styled 
by bis jovial companions, was the greatest of 
Shakspere’s precursors in the drama—a fiery 
imaginative spirit, born in 1562, the son cf a 
shoemaker at Canterbury. He had a learned 
education, and took the degree of M.A. at 
Cambridge in 1587. Previous to this he 
wrote Zamburlaine the Great. Ancient

tated by breaking his leg. His second play, 
Dr. Faustus, is more dramatic: The hero 
studies necromancy, and sells himself to Luci- 
fer, on condition of having unlimited enjoy- 
ment for 24 years; during which period 
}’austus travels, ‘calls up spirits from the vasty 
deep,” and revels in luxury. When the bond 
becomes due, a party of devils enter, amidst 
thunder and lighting, to claim him. Marlow 
has constructed from this plot a powerful! play. 
Scenes and passions of terrific grandeur, are 
intermixed with low and grotesque humor. 
When the hero stands on the brink of ruin, 
imploring repentance, a scene of interest, 
fervid passion, and pathos, carries captive the 
sternest heart. 

The classical taste of Marlow is evinced in 
the apostrophe to Helen, whom Mep4istopheles 
conjures up between two Cupids, to gratify 
the sensual gaze of Faustus :— 

* Was this the face that launch’d a thousand ships 
And burn’d the topless towers of lium ? 
Swect Helen, make me immortal with a kiss! 
iler lips suck forth my soul—sce where it flies. 
Come, Ilelen, come give me my soul again ; 
Here will | dwell, for heaven is in these lips, 
And all is dross that is not Helen’s, 

O, thou art fairer than the evening air, 

Clad in the beauty of a thousand stars! 
Brighter art thou than flaming J upiter 

When he appear’d to hapless Semele ; 

More lovely than the monarch of the sky 

In wanton Arethusa’s azure arms : 

And none but thou shall be my paramour.” 

Before 1593, he produced three other 
dramas, Zhe Jew of Malta, The Massacre at 
Paris, and Edward IT. Yhe first of these has 
some noble, impassioned lines, but the last is 
considered his masterpiece. The scene of the 
hideous murder in Berkeley Castle, Lamb says, 
‘moves pity and terror beyond any scene, 
ancient or modern.” It may challenge com- 
parison with Shakspere’s murder of Richard 
Il. in Pomfret Castle, but Marlow could not 
interest us in his hero as the Bard does in the 
gentle Richard. Edward speaks thus to his 
murderer (Lightborn):— 
ide. —“ Weeps’t though already ? list awhile to mes 
And then thy hcari, were it as Gurney’s is, 





Light.—O, speak no more, my lord, this breaks my 
heart! 
Lie on this bed, and rest yourself awhile,” &c. 
Lust’s Dominion, a tragedy by Kit Marlow, 
pullished efter his death, contains passages 
which bear the impress of his genius, although 
it is supposed others had a hand init. Great 
uncertainty hangs over many of the old dramas, 
owing to managers employing other authors to 
furnish additional matier. Dekker was paid 
20s. for making addisions to Dr. Faustus. 
Marlow himself helped Nash in bis Dédo, and 
translated part of Hero and Leander, and Ovid's 
Elegies; these were so licentious as to be 
burned by order of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, yet they were afterwards reprinted. 
Poor Marlow lived, as he wrote, wildly ; he 
was accused of being, like Shelley and Chat- 
terton, an atheist; but there is no trace of 
this in his plays. He came to an unhappy 
end. He was attached to a lady, who 
favoured another lover. Marlow found them 
in company one day, and ina frenzy of rage 
tried to stab the rival with bis dagger. His 
antagonist seized him by the wrist and turned 
the weapon so that it entered Marlow’s own 
head, and he shortly aiter died of his wound. 
Some say the struggle took place at a house of 
ill-fame. Thus, while his genius was 
maturing and developing its magnificent 
resources, Marlow fell a victim to a disgraceful 
brawl. This conflict is supposed to have 
taken place at Deptford, as he was buried 
there June 1, 1598. Thus speaks Drayton of 
his fellow-dramatist :— 
‘* Next Marlow, bathed in the Thespian springs, 
Had in him those brave translumary things 
That the first poets had : his raptures were 
All air and fire, which made his verses clear ; 
For that fine madness still he did retain 
Which rightly should possess a poet’s brain.” 
Parts of Zitus Andronicus are attributed to 
Marlow. Some go so far as to say the whole 
play was written byhim. Had he lived longer 
he would have made a much nearer approach 
in tragedy to Shakspere than has been made 
by any of his countrymen, Warton says that 
Thos. Heywood published Marlow’s Jew of 
Malta in 1633, and wrote the prologue spoken 
it the Cockyit, in which Marlow is highly 
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eulogized, both as an actor and poet. It was 
in this play that Alleyne, the founder of 
Dulwich Coilege, acted the Jew with so much 
applause. 

This great genius unhappily led the life of 
one whose only creed was “eat, drink, and be 
merry, for to-morrow we die,”

THEATRICAL OBITUARY. 


Mr Andrew Cambell, the at one time exceed- 
ingly popular actor in the north-west district of 
the metropolis died on Saturday, the 2nd inst, at 
the Royal Dramatic College, Woking. Andrew 
Leonard Voullaire was born in London on the 
29th of September, 1789. He was originally 
intendeded forathe church, but in 1808 he made 
his first appearance at the Sans Pareil Theatre, in 
the Strand, as an imitator. In 1814 he went to 
Sadler’s Welle, where for upwards of twenty-four 
years he was a favourite. In depicting the char- 
acter of the British Tar Mr Cambell was emi- 
nently successful, though it should he observed 
that in such characters as Rolamo, Clari, and the 
Lear of Private Life, he had few equals. In the 
former piece he performed ninety successive 
nights. From the Wells he weut to Astley’s, 
thea to the City of London, and at ast found a 
home at the Grecian, where for several years he 
was manager for Mr Rouse. Mr Campbeil wrote 
several pieces, and was always ready to write an 
address or speak one in behalf of any object in 
which charity was concerned. He brought up a 
very large family, the expence of which inteafered 
in a great measure with his providing for a “rainy 
day,” and in 1859 he was elected a pensioner in 
the Dramatic College. We regret to state that 
his widow, a lady well deserving the notice of the 
charitrble, has been left totally unprovided for. 
The concil of the college allowed her to reside and 
teud her husbaud, but not having been an actress 
Mrs Cempbell must soon leave MayLury.

TRAVELLING, to a man of leisure and means, 
is a delightful recreation. You study men and 
manners, you are conveyed from place to place 
at minimum of discomfort and a maximum of 
speed, and you enjoy the lovely scenery of our 
tight little island by looking out of your car- 
riage window, or from the deck of your steam- 
boat, but your pleasure is enhanced tenfold if 
you are a stout pedestrian, can climb mountains 
and penetrate recesses of exquisite beauty too 
frequently overlooked by the ‘regulation’ 
tourist. 

Having in my summer wanderings been al- 
most everywhere in Britain, south of Perth, I

You see rocks abrupt and 
vast rising on either side, clothed with mosses 
and lichens, and their tops sprinkled with 
mountain-ash, The hills that enclose this 
narrow gorge of the Dove are precipitous, and 
the fragments of rock look like ruined castles at 
a distance.

THEATRE ROYAL, EDINBURGH. 

Formosa was withdrawn last Saturday even- 
ing after having been played for three weeks to 
average gocd houses, the controversy in the 
newspapers as to its immoral tendency having 
whetted public curiosity. The actual object for 
which Formosa has been written is not very per- 
ceptible. It serves no purpose in any way. It 





neither “points a moral nor adorns a tale,” 
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Far better it had never been written. The 
sentiments introduced into the dialogue which 
receive greatest attention are very exceptionable. 
For instance, in mentioning “ London” what is 
the use of strengthening the common mind inits 
belief in dishonesty by remarking ‘ Where vir- 
tue does not pay?” And wherefore, in speaking 
of the Park, say, “‘ where painted jezabels flaunt 
itin the chariots under the eyes of a virtuous 
princess and of royalty itself?” Is this inten- 
ded to mean that the demi-monde are encou- 
raged by the virtuous Princess, or is it a hit at 
the Prince of Wales? And why ‘“jezabels ?” 
and, above all, “ painted jezabels 7’ It does not 
follow that all ladies of the demi-monde are 
“jezabels,” neither does it follow that they 
paint, while it 1s a matter of fact that many 
“ seeming-virtuous ” ladies of high degree are 
not entirely unacquainted with the rouge-pot, 
and many others endowed with all the attributes 
of a “jezabel.” The less Mr Boucicault illus- 
trates his works in ways like these, the 
better will it be for the ultimate well-being of 
the half-informed"people who form a majority 
in every theatrical audience. A dramatist, if he 
purposes to instruct, ought assuredly to introduce 
sentiment of a healthy tone, and not such “ rot” 
as pervades Formosa.

HORSE SHOE MUSIC HALL, CLERKENWLL. 

On Wednesday last Mr Arthur Young, the 
well-known Shaksperian reader, filled this hall 
with a respectable audience, amongst whom we 
noticed several literary gentlemen and actors 
who stand high in the profession. The play 
selected (by desire) was that of Macbeth, which 
the talented reader has gained much popularity 
in, and which is a masterpiece of elocutionary 
power. Mr Young (the brother-in-law of Mr 
Stokes, the landlord) not only reads, but he acts 
the various characters by varying the voice and 
manner of each. He was paid great attention 
to by the numerous audience, who applauded 
enthusiastically, particularly in the scene where 
the witches appear. At the conclusion he ad- 
dressed the audience at some length, explaining 
the beauties of the play, and the difficulties of 
the various characters.

BIRKBECK LITERARY INSTITUTION. 

THE entertainment at the above hall oh Wed- 
nesday, the 6th inst., was entitled “ Readings 
from the Poets and Humourists ;” Dr Leo Ross 
was the gentleman who gaveit. The pro- 
gramme, as is generally the case, was divided 
into two parts; the first part included the fol- 
lowing well-known selections : — Shaksperc’s 
Richard IITI., Act 1, Scene 4th; “ The Northern 
Farmer” (new style), by Alfred Tennyson; 
“ Karl, the Martyr,” by Francis Whiteside ; and 
“How to Raise a Fortune,” from Macklin’s 
Man of the World, so frequently associated with 





the name of Mr Samuel Phelps. Dr Ross’s de- 
livery of “Karl, the Martyr” was most impres- 
sive; in the Man of the World he was scarcely 
to satisfactory. Sir Pertinax MacSycophant’s 
pronunciation was occasionally as purely En- 
glish as his son’s. 

The second portion of the entertainment com- 
prised Shakspere’s Jidius Cesar, Act 3, Scene 2; 
‘* How they brought the good news from Ghent 
to Aix,” by Robert Browning ; and “The Tale he 
told the Marines,” from Once-a-Week. In the 
scenes from Julius Cesar Dr Ross took the 
liberty, as he termed it, of introducing the cries 
of the citizens, thinking that by so doing the 
effect of the reading would be increased ; the 
result was slightly farcical. Dr Ross instead of 
saying ‘‘ Ambition should be made of sterner 
stuff,” for some reason best know to himself, 
said “ Ambition ought to be made of sterner 
stuff.” The alteration is certainly not an im- 
provement. “The Tale he told the Marines,” 
supposed to be related by an Irishman, was very 
humorously given, Mr J. C, M. Bellew, who 
frequently reads the same story, has re-named 
it * Love in a Balloon.” 

Among the auditors were Professor Plum-

One day, Mrs Bland was 
working some expensive lace on her dress, 
when she was called away, and on her return 
found the lace torn in pieces by one of her 
children. ‘This so enraged her that she shook 
the child violently, and put her out of the 
room ; but her horror may be imagined, when, 
on opening the door again, she found the child 
lying dead.
